Orders for oxen were sent out to the 
country to-day by several of our mer- 
chants. 


A barrel of molasses fell from a dray 
yesterday evening on Fayetteville street 
aud bursting “sweetened up” things for 
at least fifty yards around. 


The latest reports from the horse 
malady in the city last evening shows 
a large increase of cases since morning. 
Nearly every horse in Wynn’s stable hus 
taken the disease, and it is believed 
that before to-morrow night necessity 
will compel this firm to temporarily 
suspend —

taken violently ill, on the Raleigh & 
Gaston R. R. while en route to this city 
yesterday evening. On his arrival he 
was borne to the Cottage Hotel where 
he is now lying quite ill.

RALEIGH AND THE WESTERN CAno- 
LINA TRADE.—We have, on several oc 


casions, reverted to the importance of 
our merchants, provision dealers and 
market stall keepers opening and pro 
oting a trade witn Western Carolina, 
now that railroad lines have been and 
are being established throughout this 
important section. Having accomplish- 
ed this end, another barrier more for- 
midable than the first appears, and that 
is the criminal neglect and carelessness 
of railroad officials in the matter of 
transportation. For instance, Marion, 
McDowe!l county, is in direct railroad 
communication with Raleigh; so is 
Hickory Tavern, Cataw ba county. From 
either ot these points freights ein be 

shipped to this city by proper manage 

ment in 36 hours, but from the subjoined 
communication handed us by Paul 
Lincke, one of our most enterprising 
stall keepers. it will be seen that the 
management is such as to check the 
trade which was opened with prospects 
of mutual benefit to the two Se ions: 
Editors of tie Daily Mios 

Dear Sirs:—A few weeks ago your 
paper come out with an article recom- 
mending to our merchants to send their 
crders tor all kind of conntry products 
to Hickory Tavern and other places up 
the country, asthe prices up there are 
less than half of our prices. It is indeed 
surprising that we have to pay such ex- 
travagant prices for all kinds of stuff 
shipped from other places to Raleigh. 
— if you will allow me to, I will make 
some statement which will show clearly 
where the whole cause of it lies. I have 
been trading more than two years in 
that section of the country and can as 
sure you that it is impossible to get 
any stuff from there without being sub- 
jected toall kind of insolesce by the 
Railroad officials of the different Roads. 
A gentleman in Hickory Tavern sent 
me a lot ot 60 chickens, only 11 arrived 
alive, because they were kept four days 
without food or water on the road. An- 
other gentleman, Mr. J. P. Littie, ship- 
ed me Monday, the 28th of Octo. 
er, a crate of Cabbage, those cabbages 
were on the road from the 28th of last 
month to the 6th of this month, in all 
10 days, they arrived, therefore, in an 
entire rotten condition. If I had taken 
a steer cart and starte from Hickory 
Tavern at the same time I would have 
arrived in Raleigh before my cabbages. 
Now Sir: We have all kind of laws 
for our protection, but is there no law 
to protect our merchants against the 
insolence, indiffence and laziness of our 
railroad officials who do not take any 
pride whatever in their business? If 


those gentlemen would be kept 
individually responsible for such 
losses as may be caused by 


by their actions to our merchants, I am 
sure all perishabie goods would be 
shipped through instead of being days, 
and sometimes weeks at the different 
stations. The advice generally given 
(to sue the companies) dees not amount 
to anything, and until our freight and 
railroad ageats do not comprebend that 
they are put in these positions for the 
benefit and accommodation of the peo- 
ple, and the people not for their accom. 
modation, we will have no change what 
ever, 

People may perhaps suggest, Why 
not send by express ?“ Ihave tried the 
same. Lust week I received a cage of 
chickens from Newton, The man who 
sent them put 25 chickens into the cage, 
and on their arrival there were only 18, 
and I had to pay for these 18 chickens 
$2.75 freight—that is, 15 cents apiece 
fur each chicken! Well, Sir, such 
charges are ruinous, and I do not ex- 
aggerate when I state that during the 
last two yearsI have lost more than 
3100 by such action of our railroad 
and express companies. 

I do not blame our raiiroad officials 
at the depot here in Ral:igh, as I know 
that Mr. Chas. Allen and Mr. D. New- 
som, our freight agents, try their very 
best to do right so far as is in their pow- 
er, but my repronch and blame 1s to 
those agents at Salisbury and all the 
minor sfations, who do not care a straw 
if our merchants sustain heavy losses 
by their retaining such freight that 
ought to be shipped through under all 
circumstances.

We rejoice in the good accomplished 
by temperance societies ; but we object 
to their impudence in claiming to mo- 
nopolize this department of labor; and 
we insist that churches, instead of re- 
laxing, ought to redouble their efforts, 
when temperance societies are most 
successtul. A temperance pledge, with- 
ont the restraints which religion throws 
around it, is not worth the millionth 
part ot a last year's bird's nest. Would 
a lying Turk or heathen Chinaman re- 
gard a temperance pledge! Churches, 
whose members make lile-long vows of 
total abstinence, ought to see that those 
vows are sacredly kept, and should 
withdraw fellowship from all who dis- 
grace themselves and their religion.

the weakness of Greeley and the feeble- 
ness of the Liberal Republicans com- 
bined with the Democratic bolt on the 
other hand, it is in many 1iczpects the 
most remorkable Presidential election in 
the history of che country. 

The Tribune gives Grant 232 electoral 
votes at the lowest. 
and 78 for Greeley with rest doubtful. 
There is scarcely paralell it says in 
completness route and triumph, it 
argues that liberalism could not with- 
stand enormous outlays of moneys ex 
dended by the Republicans in con uet- 
ing in the canvass. Gen. Grant row 
has four years more however with heavy 
congressional majorities, and in what- 
ever reform he may seek to effect, he 
will have the aid of the Tribune. 

The World places Grant’s popular 
majority at three hundred thousand.— 
It says that the defeat is due to Demo- 
cratic party surrendering to Greeley 
that demoralization consequent upon 
the New York ring peculation of an 
year or two ago, which disheartened 


Baltimore. That party had not recov- 
ered in time from the Tammany taint 
to do anything until it was too late. 

The Times’ gives Grant three hun- 
dred electoral votes and Greeley only 
28 with the balance as doubt- 

ul. 

Ail but three election districts heard 
from on the mayoralty vote. This city 
gives Havemeyer, rep.. 51,959; Law- 
rence, Tammany, 48,505; O’Brien, Ap- 
pollo Hall, 34,301; Havemeyer’s plurali- 
ty being 3,454. 

The Assembly in che State will proba- 

bly stand, 44 Democrats to 84 Republi- 
cans, The Senate is Republican, holding 
over from last year. 
The Tribune, commenting on the re- 
sult, says the Liberal Republican 
strength in North Carolina, Vermont 
and Maine was nearly neutralized by the 
Democrats, who would not“ eat crow,”

Murder for Murder. 

A short time before the election 91 
1869, Florence Scannel, a notorious 
ward politician, and at that time an 
anti Tammany candidate for assistant 
alderman in New York, was fitally 
shot in an affray in the dram shop of 
Thomas Donoghae. The inquest failed 
to show who fired the fatal shot. John 
Scunnel, brot er of Florence, positively 
charged it upon Donoghue, who, with 
witnesses corroborating him, flatly de- 
nied it. One night in September, 1870, 
a disguised man whom Donoghue posi 

lively identified as John Scannel, shot 
him on Third avenue, near Seventeenth 
street, inflicting a severe wound. The 
ussassin esca John Scannel could 
not be found, returning to the city only 
after Donoghue’s recovery. Scannel 
was held to hail on a charge of ſelomous 
assault, but was never brought to trial. 
Last Saturday about 9:30 p. m., while 
some 300 persons were assembled at 
Johnson’s betting room, corner ot Broad - 
way and Twenty-eighth street, gam 

bling over the result of the coming 
election, several pistol shots were sud- 
denly heard, and aftcr the consequent 
panic and confusion was over Donoghue 
was found to have been shot dead. He 
was standing at the foot of the steps 
leading to the street (the room being in 
the basement,) when a man, who is 
identified as John Scannal, suddenly 
came up, shot Donoghue in the head, 
and when Donoghue had fallen, fired 
four shots at the prostrate body, three 
of which took effect. The assassin then 
fied, but was pursued. Captain 
McElwain, of the Twentieth precinct, 
who happened to be in the street not 
tar off, joined inthe pursuit and suc- 
ceeded in arresting John Scannel. On 
the way to the station house the crowd 
made threats of lynching, but counter 
threats from Captain McElwain, who 
displayed his revolver, prevented any 
act of violence, and he was soon rein- 
forced by Patrolman Monier. An 
empty pistol was found on Scannel, and 
a navy revolver with five chambers 
empty was found in Fifth avenue, 
where he had passed in his flight.— 
Newark Journal. 


Alleged Wastage in the Currency. 


General Spinner, United States Treas- 
urer, and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Richardson, have discovered 
a method whereby they believe 818.000. 
000 additional currency could be issued 
without causing inflation beycund the 
limit now authorized by law. General 
Spinner estimates — f that the waste 
of currency since its first issue, by rea- 


tive causes, certainly reaches the sum of 
$15,000,000, and probably eighteen to 
twenty millions. 
The fire at Chicago was deemed a 
very important agent of destruction, 
und large amounts of the first shabby 
issues of fractional currency were worn 
and mutilated beyond redemption. A 
considerable amount of compound in 
terest notes long since due and redeem- 
able, but yet outstanding, will probably 
never be presented for redemption. The 
idea thus presented will be brought 
before Congress soon after its next 
meeting, und pushed with the hope that 
this alleged wastage will be made good 
by that body in that amount of currency 
the Secretary of the Treasurer has 
authority to issue,

A Hixt ro Horsk Owngrs.-—Mr, 
Murray Closson, ot Gardiner, Me., writes 
in regard to the prevailing horse dis- 
temper, expressing the opinion that the 
feeding of so much corn to horses is the 
cause of the trouble, and that the heat 
engendered in the blood makes the an- 
imal keenly susceptible to the atmos— 
pheric changes. The evil is of long 
standing, and the present appears to be 
a fit time to call attention to it. 


A Philadelphia reporter, wishing to 
make his account of the appearance of
